Last year we had our first experi- 


ence here in Idaho both with irriga- 
tion and with this sort of crop. About 
the middle «T Juue we planted an acre 
of carrots. 
That is u little lare if 


one expects to get the greatest, ton- 
nage; but. h-iving weetly ground, we 
plowed it early and kept it cultivated 
until that date in order to kill as ina.-.y 
weed crops as possible before planting 
the seed. By waiting this late the car- 
rot crop caiue on a great deal faster 
«ad held its own with the weeds much 
/tetter than it would have done earlier 
In the season.
